F rom the tim e the w arm w eather be­ 
gins In O k lahom a until late In the fall 
the C im arron river Is a source of con­ 
tinual delight to the people who live 
along Its w inding course. 
T h at is be­ 
cause it supplies sa lt w ater bathing. 
It is called C im arron from a Spanish 
w ord th a t m eans a w anderer, and p er­ 
haps there is not a m ore crooked stream 
in th e country . 
T he C im arron also has 
the habit occasionally of dropping be­ 
neath the surface and running on un­ 
derneath its sands, w hile the travelet 
m ay walk dry shod across its usual bed. 
T his habit of dropping out. of sight 
ts peculiar to th e stream in 
w estern 
K ansas and O k lahom a. A fter If reaches 
central O k lahom a it behaves lik e other 
rivers and runs along the surface, its 
•ne peculiarity th ereafter 
being 
the 
saltiness of its w a ters. 
Tn addition to 
being perhaps 
tTTe 
erook edest river, it is also th e m ost 
treeless. 
Tt is necessary therefore for 
the crow ds of bath ers to come In the 
evening, for during the d ay the 
sun 
beating down on the w hite sand beaches 
m ak es the river any th ing ra th e r than 
a place w here one m ay be refreshed or 
Invigorated. 
B ut from 6 p. m. until 
m idnight th e O im arron is the bathing 
place of hundreds and thousands 
of 
people. 
T his is In sum m er, but in tim e of 
flood the om nipresent q uick sands m ak e 
the C im arron dangerous. 
T he bottom 
of level sand, tirm to stand upon In o r­ 
dinary tim es, becomes a w hirling cur­ 
rent of q uick sand w hen the Hoods come, 
m ak lsg it a dangerous stream , and d ur­ 
ing such periods th e river is shunned 
by m an and beast a Ilk**. 
T he C im arron’s w aters obtain th eir 
sa lt from the tw o saline plains In no rth ­ 
w estern O k lahom a and from a tribu­ 
tary , Halt creek , whieh d ra ins another 
sa lt plain In B laine County and is fed 
also by salt springs. 
T he two salt 
plains In the valley of th e C im arron 
a re in W oodward County . 
These salt plains as a rule are fori 
by salt springs w hich arc near the s ur­ 
face of the p lains In a m ajority of cases 
Upon digging a hole alm ost any w here

m ust insert from above, sm all end first, 
and pull through until the jo int is tight. 
Now put y o ur pum pk in bowl in the 
fork of a tree, six o r eight feet from 
the ground, and fasten it securely . Slip 
the large end of ano th er leaf sta lk over 
the sm all end of the stalk y ou have a t ­ 
tach« ! to th e bowl, th e large end of a 
th ird stalk over the sm all end of the 
second, and so on until y ou have m ade 
a tube long enough to reach the ground 
and run over th e ground som e distance 
like n grow ing pum pk in vine.

Officer Holt was not armed, but stood 
his ground, and “Adam God” struck 
him a heavy blow’ behind the ear with 
a pistol, making an ugly wound. 
Holt 
then started for the police station for 
assistance and as he moved away the 
preacher tried to shoot him, but Sharp 
was so excited that he dropped his re­ 
volver as he attempted to draw it, and 
when he picked it up and snapped it at

Mr. Marshall declared that if the law 
wasn’t repealed after his election, he 
would appoint only such men for the 
police boards as the mayor and the 
city council elected. 
By that round 
about process they were to have home 
rule. 
Since the election he has writ­ 
ten to persons in Muncie and other 
metropolitan police cities that he will 
make good his promise. 
The law has 
become particularly odious in certain 
cities during Governor Hanly’s admin-! 
istration owing to the frequent tilts he 
has had with various boards, and It is 
not believed that there will be much 
effort to prevent the repeal of the law

Most of them are unsoit 
able, because they prevent ventilation 
of the walls, in which the dam p re­ 
mains. appearing shortly throug h the 
interm ediate layers and the wall pa 
per, or rising up into other parts of 
the house. 
An ex cellent and comparatively inox 
pensive way out of this difficulty is the 
following : 
Paint 
corrug ated 
card­ 
board, such as is sold for packing hot 
ties, etc.. on both sides with asphalt 
varnish and fix it when dried with 
five-eig hths inch tin tacks to the dam p 
wall, so that the smooth surface Is di 
ret ted tow ard the room and the corru
